CUT OFF THE AIR. 


-— 
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Foreman Knox Blamed for the 
Louisville Bridge Disaster. 


Sixteen Men Go Down With the 
Sinking Caisson. 


Three Bodies Recovered This Morning—An 
All Night Search at the Scene of the 
Wreck—Knox Reported Drunk at the 
Time of the Accident—The Story Told by 
One of the Suarvivors—Statement of the 
sSuperintendent—A Desperate Struggle 
for Life in the Caisson—Serious Accident 
to a Funeral Cortege—Casualties. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Jan. 10.—A terrible ac- 
cident occurred here about 6 o'clock last 
evening at the new bridge being constructed 
between this olty and Jeffersonville, Ind. 
Just at the hour for the men employed on the 
bridge to quit work for the day caisson No. 1, 
located about one hundred yards from the 
Kentucky shore, suddenly disappeared in 
dashing white waves and the 
terrible roar of a maelstrom followed. Im- 
mediately a runner was sent to the life-saving 
station. and three skiffs were pulled to the 
scene of the wreck. Soon the police, the 
Coroner, a corps of physicians and thousands 
of people were on the bank near where the 
accident occurred: It appears that the cais- 
son, which was about 40x20 feet and built of 
timber 12 inches square, was built on 
quicksand. Workmen claimed that they 
were ordered to dig too deep be- 
fore letting the caisson settle. Robert 
Baldwin, who had charge of the upper door 
of exit opened it and the compressed air 
which kept out the river made its escape let- 
ting the water in. The caisson filled rapidly 
with water ana sand and sank with a roar to 
the bottom ofthe river. There were eighteen 
workmen in the caisson and only four of these 
were saved. The following is a list of the 
killed:

THREE BODIES RECOVERED. 

At 12:20 o’ clock this morning the bodies of 
three of the uafortunate victimsof the cais- 
son accident were recovered by the workmen. 
The positions in which they were found 
showed that a desperate struggle had taken 
place at the narrow door of escape. One 
negro had succeeded in pulling his body 
through the aperture but death had over- 
taken him just when life was promised. 
Another negro had crawled partly through. 
His hands were fastened by death in 
the clothing of the negro in front 
of him, showing that he had 
died in a desperate endeavor to escape first. 
Between the two negroes was the body of a 
white man. It appeared from bis position 
that he was trying to push back some one who 
was clinging to his legs. The sand accumu- 
lating at the door by the sudden sinking of the 
oaisson bad wedged in the body of a white 
man in such a manner that it could not be 
removed. 

TAYLOR’S ATORY. 

At 12:30 a. m. work was discontinued in 
order to allow the workmen to rest and refresh 
themselves. Later a fresh force was placed on 
duty and the work renewed. Abe ges hang one 
of the negro laborers who survived the terri- 
ble catastrophe, wasfound at his home on 
Prestern street by areporteer. He had not 
entirely recovered from the fright incident to 
his late experience, and his voice trembled as 
he told what happened atthe bottom of the 
river. 

„„As near as I can remember, he said, 
there were eighteen of us who went down. 
Some of us had candles in our hands and 
others carried the tools we worked with. 
The engine was pumping air in the caisson, 
We were not thinking of danger and did 
not have any idea that there was a weak point 
in the casing. We were talking and running 
on with each other just as we always do. 
Somebody said we would be relieved in about 
two hours. I replied that I wished it was now. 
I looked to see how near the caisson wasto 
sand bottom. I was standing close to the 
little door, when I heard somebody say, 
‘Great God, men, she is breaking.’ 

JUST THEN THE WATER 
commenced to rush through the shell doors 
and it seemed as if everything gave way at 
once. I broke for the door. I 1 know 
how I did it, but I managed to get through. 
The men behind me were rushing and tum- 
bling over each other, and Icould hear them 
crying, We're lost; help! my God, save us.’ 
Badly frightened as I was, I could not help 
but pity them. I could do nothing 
for them, so I helped myself. I could 
hear the water rushing in on the poor 
fellows as I climbed up through the manhole, 
but their cries sounded louder than the roar 
ofthe water. I got out safely and thanked 
God for my deliverance. I —. ey will forget 
that awful sight as long as I live.’’ 

Taylor was asked if he thought that by any 
possible means the men could live until help 
reached them. 

No, sir, they could not live. The water is 
running in faster than all the engines can 
There isn’t any way for them to 


escape. 
TWO MORE VICTIMS. 

A further investigation showsatwomore men 

to have lost their lives—Hamilton Morris and 
Lewis Cox—making the total sixteen. 
Mr. Ingle, the resident engineer of the 
bridge company, was seen, He expressed 
the opinion that some one was evidently to 
blame for not having the trap-door in proper 
cond tion and also for the weakness of the 
caisson which resulted in the leak. He de- 
clined to express himself without reserve as 
he was not in possession of all the facts, but 
said that such accidents were rare, notwith- 
standing the great apparent danger and that 
there was ev! — uross * N some- 
where. The timekeeper on duty yesterday 
afternoon said: 

„There was nothing to be seen from the out- 
side that would indicate what had taken place. 
There was no noise or commotion, and the 
first intimation we had that an accident had 
occurred was when the four men appeared at 
the top of the lock and shouted to the engineer 
to turn in more air to keep back the water. 
The engine was set going at great speed, anda 
yreat quantity of air was forced into the 
caisson, and we conld see the millions of bub- 
blies on the surface of the water which indi- 
cated thatthe alr wae not being confined to 
the box. Idon’t know who was to blame nor 
what caused the accident.“ 

KNOX TO BLAME. 

An employe who had been sick for several 
days, but who is one of the look-keepers and 
who declined to give hisname, said that he 
knew Knox was to blame; that Knox was reck- 
less and often under the influence of liquor. 
The most plausible theory as to the cause of 
the accident is thus 5 — dy one of the sur- 
vivors, Louis Crouch, and his story received 
not a little credence from the superintendent 
of the work. Knox, the foreman, had been 
seen near the key which controls the air sup- 
ply and it is believedthat he out off the air 
more than he really intended to, causing the 
caisson to sinkintne sand. Shouid the re-

Accident to a Funeral Cortege. 


MILWAUKEB, Wis., Jan, 10.—A serious acci- 
dent occurred yesterday ata funeral in this 
city. While passing a stone quarry where 
there isa steep hill, along the side of which 


the road leads, the last team of horses in the 
Procession was startied by a passing traip and 
soon became so unmanageable that the boy 
who was driving could not control them and 
they dashed on along the line until they 
reached a 282 Owned by P. Van Lare, 
containing four ladies. The driver of the 
coupe attempted to get out of the way, but did 
not succeed, and as @ runaway team struck 
the carriage it toppled over and crashed to the 
stone bottom, twelve or thirteen feet below. The 
vehicle was smash almost into splinters. 
Two of the ladies were picked up bleeding and 
unconscious, while the other two were more 
or less injured. Mrs. Van Lare was the most 
seriously injured. She was wounded about 
the head and face and received bad cuts from 
the broken glass of thé coach windows. Mrs. 
George Hays also received severe injuries. 
Mrs. G. W. Hays, Jr, escaped with a few 
bruises, but Mrs. J. Chalker sustained painful 
injuries. The ladies were taken to their 
homes and medical assistance rendered as 
soon as possible. The driver of the hack fell 
under the wheels and came out with a broken 
arm. The horses were badly cut. The other 
rig tipped over and one of the two occupants 
was slightly injured.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 10.—The second 
hearing on the selection of the site for the 
Quadro-Centennial Exposition was held this 
morning in the ladtes recsption rom in the 


Senate wing of the Capitol, when the claims 
of Washington were presented. There were 
resent of the Committee, Senators Hiscock, 
Chairman), Hawiey, Farwell, Wliison of 
owa, Colquitt, Ransom and Vest. Mr. Doug- 
lass, oneof the District Commissioners, stated 
the order in which the arguments would be 
presented, and closed his remarks by saying 
that if it should be concluded to hold the ex- 
osition elsewhere than in the National 
apital, the citizens of the District of 
Columbia would make every exertion, by 
money or otherwise, to make p a magnificent 
success, and Mr. Anderson, Secretary of the 
National Board of Promotion of the; Three 
Americas Exposition, opened the arguments. 
He said he represented a committee of cit- 
izens from all the States and Territories, un- 
der the name ofthe Board of Promotion, who 
have been acting In the matter for the last 
three or four years. He summarized the pro- 
visions of the bills introduced by Senators 
Gorman and Faulkner, and argued that the 
bullaings to be erected for the fair shoulda be 
permanent and should be under Government 
control. It should bein the nature of a mu- 
seum, free of charge, and not an exhibit of 
perishable property. The two leading fea- 
tures of the exposition were: 

1. To commemorate a areat historical 
event—the discovery of America by Co- 
lum bus. 

2. The commercial idea which might be 
called the Three Americas trade movement. 

The details of the plan were to be left toa 
Government Commission. He simply advo- 
cated the general proposition and idea which 
he thought was entertained by the people at 
large—that the expenses of the Exposition 
should be undertaken by the nation. It was 
evident that the whole people were ready and 
anxious to celebrate the great event and 
thought that the national capital was 
the only proper site. The reasons for select- 
ing Washington were numerous. Washington 
was the city of the nation and of all cities of 
the country. It was the city of St. Louis, 
Chicago and New York, by which he meant 
that the people of those cities had more con- 
trol in regulating the affairs of the District of 
Columbia than its own residents had. It was 
the truly representative American oity. It 
was composed of inhabitants of all the States 
and Territories. It was governed by the 
people of the United States through their 
representatives in Congress. There would be 
no waste in having the exbibition here, 
because whatever bulldings would be erected 
for it would be needed for all time for 
Governmental purposes. It was evident that 
the Exposition would have to go to the Gov- 
ernment, or else the Government would have 
to go the Exposition, and he thought it more 
dignified that the Exposition should come to 
the seat of Government. There was inthe 
heart of the city a park more accessible than 
any park in any city in the world—extending 
from the Capitolto the Washington Monu- 
ment. This park Includes 800 acres and could 
be increased by 700 acres more from the 
Potomac Flats. Wharves could be established 
onthe Potomac River, where exhibits could 
be landed from all parts of the world. 

As to hotel accommodations, he said that 
there wasno city in the world so elastic in 
hotel facilities. In fact, the city of Wash ing- 
ton was practically a boarding-house. It was 
accustomed to be transformed into a boarding- 
house on great occasions. There never bad 
been any difficulty in tnat respect at inaugural 
ceremonies or other great conventions or 
gatberings. At the recent triennial conclave 
ofthe Knights Templar 70,000 strangers had 
been accommodated, and there were 
from nine hundred to one tnousand rooms 
left uncalled for at the Bureau of Intor- 
ation. Besides that there was the whole city 
of Baltimore within avy. Ree minutes’ reach 
to draw upon. Washington the 
finest streets and avenues in the world, lined 
with beautiful shade trees. It was the center 
of historical points, which were of g in- 
terest tothe American people—the tomb of 
Washington, the surrounding battiefields and 
other places. Then there were the pudlie 
departments, the Museum and the Smithson.- 
nian Institute, where the people of Central 
and South America could study the form of 
Government which all of them had to a greater 
or less extent copied.

CAN THE CITY STEP IN AND FIX THE MAXI- 
MUM FOR THE CITY? 


That Is the Question Bothering Consumers 
a and Legislators — President McMillan 
Confident It Cannet—Sections From the 
St. Louis and Water Gas Ordinances— 
The Bell Opinion. 


AY opinion at least 
seems to be strength- 
ening that the gas 
consumers of St. Louis 
will have to depend 
entirely upon the 
Laclede company to 
fix a reasonable price 
for gas. Lawyers, too, 
seem to ineline that 
way. The eity’s at- 
tempt to establish a 
rate of 90 or 95 cents 
willbe fought to the 
last by the fgas com- 
pany, and even it the 
city is successful five 
to ten years will have 
passed before the case 
ean be settled. Mr. 
Emerson McMillan, President of the Laclede, 
as published in the Post-DISPATCH yesterday, 
is authority for the statement of the position 
ofthe company and he makes the statement 
go emphatically that there is no doubting bis 
meaning it or his confidence of his company’s 
power to do as he says it will do—fix the price 
of gas. His earnestness is in striking con- 
trast to the uncertainty of the claims of the 
advocates of the ordinance in which the city 
assumes the position of regulating gas rates, 
THE CITY'S GAS LAWS, 
as given in the PoOsT-DISPATCH yesterday, 
present the question so plainly that it can 
now be understood very clearly by the public 
at large. The ordinances of the four com- 
panies define their rights and privileges with- 
out any uncertainties. The Laclede continues 
forever, and leaves the price open. The 
Carendelet’s also leaves price out of the 
question. The St. Louis Gas Fuel & Power, 
or the Water Gas Co., is restricted to a charge 
of $1.25, with 5 per cent off for payment inside 
of five days of presentation. The city’s only 
hold on the Water Gas Vo. is in the provision 


j that it shall not enter into any pool or trust. 
a 1 provision is as follows: 


Sec. 13. The said company agrees that the 
rights and franchi2a8 granted by and existing 
under this ordinance shall not be transferabie 
nor shall the same or any part thereof ever be 
sold, assigned, transferred or conveyed by 
the said company; nor shall said company 
ever amalgaiwate or consolidate or pool its 
earnings with any other carporation or per- 
son without first obtaining permission to do 
so by the passage of an ordinance by the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly. 


Underthis the Cireuit Court has already 
upheld the city in its action to forfeit the 
company’s charter, and it is expected the Su- 
preme Court will affirm its decision. This, 
however, does not bother the gas people. The 
Laciede can buy the Water Gas plant, mains, 


ete., andthe city cannot preveut the sale. 


The franchise will thus be useless. 

THE ST. LOUIS CHARTER 
has avery different provision. It is girectly 
provided thut it may sell, the special Section 
on this subject having been made on account 
of the expiration of the life of the old St. 
Louis and the necessity of a tranafer tothe 
new St. Louis. The provision is as follows: 

Sec. 13. The sald company shall have the 
right at any time after the ueceptance of this 
ordinance, as provided in sec. 12, to transfer 
and convey toa corporation organized under 
the laws of this State and authorized to manu- 
facture and vend gas, its pipes, mains, sta- 
tion work, plant and such other property 
as it may determine, and shall include 
in such transfer and conveyance 
ail and Singular the powers, rights, 
privileges and franchises conferred upon it 
by thisordinance. And the said corporation 

or corporations so receiving such transfer and 
conveyance shail be subject to all the condi- 
tions and provisions ot th!s ordinance and 
shali comply with and perform all the agree- 
ments and obligations and duties imposed by 
it upon the company from which such transfer 
and conveyance is received, And shall also, 
within twenty days after receiving such 
transfer, flre the written acceptance and glve 
the bond required by Sec. * of this ordinance. 

Under this the Laciede can continue to hold 
the &. Louls: plant and franchise, thus pos- 
essing one franchise continuing forever and 
ons extending to 1920, the Carondelet char- 
ter and the Water Gas and four plants, two of 
which give it the power to charge any sum it 
pleases for gas or lightor power. These are 
the strongholds in which the company is in- 
trenched, and which enables Mr. MeMil- 
lan to say defiantly that his company will con- 
tinue to ux the price of gas and will resist any 
—— ofthe city to take that power from 
t. 

THE BELL OPINION 
that Mr. MeMillan cannot maintain his posi- 
tion and thatthe city can fix the maximum 
22 at which gas must be sold cannot really 

e called an official opinion, as it isnot signed. 
It is referred to as Mr. Bell’s by Delegate E. 
F. Stone, but the officers of the House of Del- 
gates only know thatitis said to have been 
obtained by Delegate Blanke from Mr, Bell. 
The document in question is as follows: 

MEMORANDUM. 

By ordinance 13,494, approved January 30, 
1886, the Assembly granted the St. Louis Gas- 
Light Co, the right to use the streets for dis- 
tributing gas for the term ending January 1, 
1920, on the condition that that after January 
1, 1890, the price of gas to consumers should 
be $1.25 for each L,000 cubie feet sold, with a 
reduction of 5 per cent on all bills paid within 
five days after presentation, making the net 
price $1.15% per 1,000 cubic feet of gas paid for 
within said time. 

By ordinance 13,495, which was adopted 
over the Mayor’s veto on January 26, 1886, the 
St. Louis Gas, Fuel & Power Co. was granted 
the right of making use of the streets for the 
distribution of gas by means of pipes laid un- 
der the surface of same for the term 
ending January 1, 1920, the price of gas not to 
exceed 51.25 for each 1,000 eubie feet of gas; 
the consumer to have a rebate of 5 per centon 
— bills paid within five days after presenta- 
tion. 

The purpose of the pending ordinance is to 
establish the above maximum price by a gen- 
eral ordinance, operative as to all companies, 
It is believed that the Municipal Assembly has 
the power to do this, and that it ougbt to be 
done to protect the gas consumers. 

The reason why the exact maximum figure 
of $1.18% named in ordinances § 13,494 
and 15,495 is adopted, is owing. to the 
fact that the city cannot diseriminate 

as to the price of gas after January 1, 1890, it 
the maximum price is put below §1.18% then 
it will be claimed that the gas organization is 
operating under the contract created by ordi- 
nance 13,494, and an attempt will be made to 
averthrow the ordinance establishing a 
lower rate as a measure violat- 
ing that contract. If no rate is 
established by general ordinance, the organ- 
isation willciaim to operate under the Laclede 
charter, with the right to establish the price 
at such sum as they see fit. 

The safe and conservative plan is to adopt 
the pending ordinance and enforce it. There 
is no reason to doubt that it will prove to be

For some years it has been manifest 
to old policy-holders that in:the competition 
between companies there has been a departure 
from strictiv safe methods, and unless a halt 
is called soon great wrong will be done to 
those whoinsure. The Massachusetts Com- 
missioner has begun right, and if he 
perseveres, resists temptation and 
does his duty great goad may 
be accomplished. But subtle influences 
are often too much for public servants. For- 
tunately there is one reliable agency of the 
people, the unpurchasable press. To the 
WORLD We appeal and invoke ſts aid in an in- 
vestigation of the methods of the New York 
which will investigate. 
Let it ascertain at the proper time out of what

The Bail Fixed for James Sheetz, Who Mur- 
dered John Luyton. 


LIBERTY, Mo., Jan. 10.—James Sheetz, the 
lawyer who shot and killed John Luvton, was 
released on $1,500 ball late last night. The 
prisoner refused a preliminary hearing yes- 
terday afternoon, and merely entered a plea 
of not guilty. Then Sheetz’ attorney had him 
brought before Judge Gray, in the 
County Court, claiming that the of- 
fense was bailabie, as the killing 


had been done in self-defense- No testimony 
was taken onthe question of self-defense, 
but Sheetz was admitted to ball in $1,600. 
The prosecuting attornev fought this very vig- 
orusly, but his argument were of no avaii.The 
bond was signed at once,and Sheetz was free. 
There is much bitter feeling over the matter. 
The crime itself caused great indignation. It 
will be remembered teat Sueetz met 
Luyton’s 15-year-old wife on a train 
going to Kansas City on Christmas, took the 
child to an improper place and effected her 
ruin. She went home, und likeachild, told 
what had occurred to her relatives in Kansas 
City. Luyton was away in California when 
this occurred, and returned several days ago. 
When he heard ofthe affair he callea several 
times on Sheetz in this city, but never 
found him in his office until Tues- 
day night. There were no witnesses 
to the interview. Several shots were 
heard, and Sheetg ran away and gave himself 
up to the Town Marshal, They returned to 
Sheetz’ office and found Luyton dead. He 
was entirely unarmed. He had never threat— 
ened to kill Sheetz, but had told his Drother- 
in-law he would ‘‘smack his whole face off 
it he denied the story. At the inquest Mrs. 
Luyton told the story ef her meeting with 
Sheetz as mentioned above. Sheetz has been 
in jail since the killing, The action of Judge 
Gray is uniformity condemned. It isthe unil- 
versal opinion that he should never have ad- 
mitted Sneetz to bail.

While the Agitation Has Been in Progress 
St. Louis Architects Have Not Been Idle 
Plans and 6pecifications BReady—The 
Committee to Be Appeinted by the 
House—The Subscriptions. 


HE news re- 
ceived from 
Washington 
that Speaker 
Reed had de- 
cided to ap- 
point a com- 
"., mittee of the 
House to re- 
port upon the 
location for the 
World's Fair 
was received 
with satisfac- 
tion by the members of the Executive Com- 
mittee, but with no marked degree ot enthusl- 
asm, From letters received from Washington 
the conclusion bas been arrived at that the 
report of any committee will amount to little, 
and that the city which is favored will receive 
but a slight accession of strength by reason of 
any recommendation that any committee that 
may be appointed will make. 
THE QUESTION OF THE WORLD'S FAIR 
location is one on which no party lines can be 
drawn, although it is by no means unlikely 
that its solution will involve not a little pollt- 
loal trading. The st. Louis delegates believe 
that they will be stronger in committee of the 
whole than in any appointed committee, and 
were by no means unwilling that the matter 
should rest in the hands of the Committee on 
Foreign Relations, as such a course would 
weaken tbe influence that a report of 
a specially appointed committee would have 
on any members of Congress whose minds 
should not be madeup on the subject. The 
St. Louis delegates believe that they have 
fully as good a chance, in fact rather a better 
one, than any other city before a committee, 
but would consider themselves as in quite as 
favorable «a position had the matter been left 
tothe Foreign Affairs Committee. No mat- 
ter what is done the question must be settled 
by the House as a whole and not by any iso- 
lated portion of it. 
PLANS FOR BUILDINGS. 
The wish has been expressed at 
Washington that plans for  build- 
ings had been drawn before the 
departure ofthe delegation. This deficiency 
wiil be supplied within a few days, as the 
architects of this city have by no means fallen 
asleep since the agitation forthe World's Fair 
commenced. A number of plans for build- 
nus have been drawn, and will be forwarded 
to Washington at once. That a complete 
scheme forthe exposition has not been pre- 
sented is due to the fact that it is not yet 
known how much money will be at the dis- 
pose of the committee in charge, or what 
ulldings will be required. Plans for struct- 
ures to be given up to foreign countries or the 
different States are, it ig true, not prepared, 
as it is believed by the St. Louis architects 
that the different countries and States will 
wish to determine this matter for themselves. 
But plans for a main building and for a grand 
machinery hall have been drawn and will be 
forwarded to Washington this week. At least 
half a dozen for each will be offered,and while 
none have received official approval, all have 
been prepared by skiliful architects and 
draughtsmen, and are accompanied by esti- 
mates of cost, 
AMERICAN DESIGNS. 
They vary widely in material and detail, but 
nearly all are characterized by the employ- 
ment of designs and materials strictly Ameri- 
can, and are remarkable for originality. 
There will be no wooden or iron Parthenons, 
nor will the plans be modeled after those used 
in the construction of buildingsin which for- 
eign expositions have been held, but will be 
American in design and i material. 
The St, Louis delegation will be well supplied 
with plans should they be asked for. The 
collectors are now making their final round in 
the interest of the guarantee fund, and within 
a day or two the original books containing the 
signatures of those who have agreed to con- 
tribute will pe forwarded to Washington. The 
wisdom of drawing up a contract readily en- 
forceabie through the courts, although this 
course bas prabably diminished the nominal 
amount of the St. Louis subseription, has 
been ack nowledged on all sides, as it has pre- 
vented bogus donations and proves that the 
contributors are in earnest. 
St. Louis is on at least an equality with 
York and is far ahead of Chicago.

A Serious Question as to the Dis- 
position of the Gas 
Works Bill. 


Mayor Noonan’s Peculiar Indorse 
ment of Disapproval. 


The Branh Johnson-Bardesty Scheme 
Veto—Influences Which Affected the 
Mayor’s Action on the Matter—He Is 
Believed to Have Signéd’ the Bill, 
and Subsequently Changed His Mind— 
How He Negatived the Effect of the Sig- 
mature—A Story of Boodle That Turned 
the Tide—The Mayor in Washington. 


Is the Branham-Johnson-Hardesty gas bill a 
law? There is good reason to believe that it 
is, and that in spite of the flourish of trum 
pets with which a veto was announced at 11:45 
o’clock on the night of December 81, the New 
Year’s present Mayor Noonan made to the 
citizens of St. Louls was an eighty-year con- 
tract with the Branham crowd and nota veto 
at all. 

The reason one might be led into such a be- 
lief ls simple. It ie this: That Mayor Noonan 
approved the bill and signed his name to it, 
then added the word ‘‘not’’ after the Post- 
DISPATCH printed the story of Ed Butler's 
attempt to get $150,000 out of James Campbell. 
the representative of the Laclede. 

That the Mayor had 

SIGNED THE BILL 
there is no doubt, for his signature is still on 
it, and it is the only vetoed bill in the Oity 
Hail which bears the name of the Mayor. 

The ordinances go to him typewritten and 
atthe bottom of each one the signatures of 
the President of the Council are Speaker of 
the House and both clerks. Below these ap- 
pears the following blank, also typewritten: 

Approved (Month) —, 18—. 


Mayor. 

If Ulis Honor desires to approve the bill he 
simply fills out the date and signs his name, 
but if he wishes to disapprove it he simply 
withholds his name. And he has only the 
right to add to that bill the date and his name. 
He has no more right to add the word ‘‘not’’ 
than he bas to interject a clause. 

The circumstances ofthis peculiar veto are 
strange and interesting. Mayor Noonan was 
considering the bill, had heard the arguments 
‘and made up his mind to sign it. But on Mon- 
day, December 50, the POST-DISPATCH con- 
tained an article which, while it did not 
change the Mayor's mind, did change the 
minds of his friends and resulted in the 
strange veto. 

The article tuld how 

ED BUTLER VISITED JAMES CAMPBBLL 
and said he had been sent to Campbell as the 
representative of the Laclede Gas-Light Co. 
by John B. O’Meara, who was closer to Mayor 
Noonan than any other man in town. 
He had supported Noonan through the 


Gampaign and had been his chief worker, he 
could talk tothe Mayor on any subject and 
was prepared to settie the fate of this gas bill, 
if the Laclede people wanted to kill it. 

Then Butler said: A veto can be secured, 
but if you people want it you will have to pay 
more than $150,000 for it, because the other 
side has offered that much for hia signature. 

Campbell did not give Butler a definite an 
swer. Butler was put off for a day or two. 

In the meantime the Mayor was hearing 
argumentsonthe bill and committees were 
appearing before him arguing for and against 
the bill. 

It seemed a strange situation. Campbell 
could not understand if. He had business 
relations with John B. O’Meara and could not 
believe that Mr. O’Meara was that kind ofa 
man, yet Butler said positively that O’Meara 
had sent him. 

The proposition was held in abeyance fora 
day or two, and Butler could not get an an- 
swer. At last Campbell refused the offer, and 
Butler was much disgruntled at the failure of 
his plans. On Monday, the 3th, the Post- 
DISPATCH published the whole stury. Mr. 
O’ Meara denied it absolutely, and said: 

„elt is an infernaal piece of scoundrelly 
work. If Ed Butler says d ever made any such 

roposition to him, he isa —— liar. I never 
had any conversation with bim on this subject 
buttwice.

His Honor had not appreciated the full 
force of the article of the previous day, but 
Mr. O' Meara did. He found that the bill nad 
been signed and he was very much worried. 
Butler had made the statement that the 
Branham crowd had offered 5160, 000 for the 
Mayor’s signature, and Nr. O’ Meara saw that 
ifthe bill was signed in the face of so much 
pablic opposition and after sucha statement 
from Butier there would be many who would 
be suspicious of the Mayor’s motives, and his 
friends might easily be dragged in with him, 
particulariy those who were said to have 
g toood so close to him.

Pv Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 10.—Mayor Noonan 
was asked this morning if he was surprised at 
the action ofthe House of Delegates in sus- 
taining his veto. He said that he was not sur- 


prised; that he believed that so many of them 
knew him so well and long, and knew that he 
was deliberate and cautious in the conclu- 
sions he arrived at, that they would not have 
done otherwise. 

Such conclusions in the past, with one ex- 
ception,’’ he said, have been sustained d 
appellate courts even wherethe bar was di- 
vided and in some cases where the majority of 
the bar believed I was wrong. I further de- 
lieve thatthe members of the assembly, by 
reason of my past official life, felt satis- 
fied that the conclusion was ar- 
rived at by deliberate judgment, not 
being brought about by public pressure or the 
excitement surrounding me, but by such 
cool and independent research that they 
would be inclined to place much confidence in 
my decision. I felt so certain myself that it 
was a proper one that I bad arrived at after a 
hearing on all sides that after mature consida- 
eration they Would fill in the same line of 
reasoning that I did.’’

man was attacked by the disease several days 
ago, but was not thought to be dangerously 
lil.

WHAT THE FIGURES SHOW | 


ILLINOIS SHOULD BE THANKFUL TO CHIEF 
INSPECTOR BURKS OF MISSOURL 


Receipts of Grain fer November and Decem- 
ber in St. Louis and on the East Side— 
How Burks Has Driven Trade Out of the 
State—What Burks’ Report Proves. 


HE report for the 
! year of receipts 
and shipments of 
grain from  S8t, 
Louis, made by 
Chief Inspector 
Jasper N. Burks, 
was received on 
the floor of the 
Merchants’ Ex- 
„change this morn- 
ing, and excited 

much laughter. 
The opinion was 
expressed on all 
sides that if he 
considered the state of affairs which nad been 
br noght about by histudustries gs satisfac- 
tory, that Mr. Burks must be a gentleman 

very easily satisfied. 
THE R£CEIPTS OF GRAIN 

in St. Louis, if considered simply in reference 
to other years, would seem to be not much 
below the average, but when compared with 
the east side receipts since Burks has had ful 
power to develop his ideas of what con- 
stituted expert work, the showing is not 
nearly so satisfactory. The crops, especially 


the corn crop, 
in excess of those of 1888, and yet the receipts 
in St. Louis, as closely as gan be estimated, 
were less than those of the previous season. 
A very large amount of grain that was 
consigned, to the east side was 
obliged tb remain where tribute could be 
levied by Burks, as the East side elevators 
were filled to their utmost capacity, and there 
Was, consequently, a large overfiow to this 
side of the river. Before Burks and his politi- 
cal experts appeared upon the scene the over- 
flow took the other course, but last year 
scarcely any grain was held inthis city for 
which storage could be found in East St. 
Louis. Unfortunately the reports of monthly 
receipts made to the Merchants’ Exchange do 
not specify whether the grain was received on 
this side of the river or in East St. Louis, and 
an accurate comparison between 1888 and 1889 
is therefore impossible. 
A CONSTRUCTIVE COMPARISON. 

Daring the months covered by Mr. Burke’ 
regime a close count has been keptof East 
side receipts, which shows that his manner of 
conducting the office intrusted to him has had 
the resultof driving a very large proportion 
ofthe trade legitimately belonging to Mis- 
sour!, and which has hitherto been done in 
this State, to lilinols. According to Burks, 
the receipts in St. Louls for November 
amounted to 2,770 cars. At 625 bushel to the 
car,the total would be 1,731,250 bushel. On the 
Eastiside there were received during the same 
month 2,363 cars, containing on the same basis 
of computation 1,476,875 bushel. This was con- 
sidered an excellent showing, but it should be 
remembered that the movement of grain to 
the East side did not commence 
until the 2d of November, * 
Burks’ breach of faith compelled the 
grain receivers to order their purchases across 
theriver. That this had a very decided effect 
is evident when it is considered that ot the 
2,524,357 bushels received in this market 
during November, 1888, little more 
than one-third was sent across the 
river. Up to the date when the 
final breach with Burks occurred, the propor- 
tion was about the same, the great increase 
in the East side receipts being made after 
November 23. 

DURING THE MONTH OF DECEMBER 
the effect ofthe inspection furnished by the 
Burks board was Diainly manifest. 
Under ordinary circumstances more 
than two-thirds of the receipts sheuld have 
been on this side of the river, and this pro 
portion would bave been increased by the re- 
markable corn crop, the great bulk of which 
was delivered during December, and much 
of which was obliged to remain 
here because of lack of accommodation 
on the East Side. But since the expert ap- 
pointed bythe Railroad Commissioners has 
taken charge the course of business has been 
reversed. There were absolutely more cars 
received on the East. Side than in St. 
Louis. Burks reports the reeelpte of 
4,639 cars, containing 2,899,375 bushels, on 
the east side 5,500 cars were received, con- 
taining 3,437,500 bushels. This is said to be 
the first case on record in which the east side 
December receipts have come anywhere near 
those of St. Louis and it is 
estimated that fully 60 per cent 
of the receipts ig Illinois are due to the 
inspection furnished by Burks. When out 
inspection is taken into consideration the case 
ust the State Inspector is still stronger.

RAILROADS DOWN ON BURKS. 

The railroads tell the same story o 
unpopularity of the Burks inspecti 
The Chicago, Burlington & Quincy alone est 
mates that the manner in which Burks has 
conducted himself while at the head of the 
grain inspectors has cost that road $25,000 
in bridge tolls on grain that had for- 
merly stopped in this city, but now 
was sent to East St. Louis. It is estimated by 
recelvers that over 30 per cent of the grain 
sent to IIIinole during the past month has 
gone there because of the inefficiency of the 
Burks inspection. The deputy inspectors are 
suffering severely, as the receipts for Novem- 
ber and December have not furnished 
fees enough to pay salaries, not to speak of 
supplying funds to be sent out to other 
points, where the financial situation is even 


worse. Thie fact is significant, when It is re- 
membered that these two months all the 
heavy corn shipments are made. What the 
inspectors willdo when shipments are light 
is a problem that is causing them much 
anxiety.

THE REASONS. 
They say in the first piace that it is doubtful 
whether the election would settle the matter, 
as Mr. Nelser’s attorney, Mr. Marshall, has 
announced that no matter how the election 
resuits he will contest it in the courts, aod he 
has what some consider sufficient good points 
to keep the matter in the courts for some 
time, even it he ies not ultimately successful. 
These points have been elaborated on in the 
Posr-Disrarckh, but briefly the issue which 
the Marshal intends to make in the 
event of a special election is this: 
There being a charter provigion that the 
incumbent shall hold the office until 


his successor ig duly elected and qualified, 
and no provision foraspecial election, that 
consequently there is at present no yacancy 
in the office, for the reason that Mr. Nelser is 
holding it legally, and underthe Charter no 
one else can. 

The point made bythe politicians is, there- 
fore, thatthe Mayor may consider it unwise 
te put the city to the expense of a special 
election, when it may turn out that the ex- 
pense was useless. The expense of a special 
election at the present time has been fixured 
out and is put at not less than 
$6, 000. The amount necessary the 
judges and clerks alone would be 32, 788. 
The polling places for the 152 precincts would 
cost $760 more, making $38,496 in all. Then 
there would be the expense of printing tickets 
under the Australian system. This would 
cost the city at least $500 or $600 more. There 
are many other expenses also which, though 
not so very much in themselves, make a good 
round sum lu the aggregate. Then there is 
another question. Under the Australian 
system it ig necessary for ene 
city to provide booths at the polis 
so that the voter will be screened in deposit- 
ing his ballot.

THE FORCE OF THE ANTI-TRUST LAW TO BE 
MADE APPARENT VER¥ SHORTLY. 


~ — 


An Investigation of St. Louis Corporations 
by the Grand-Jury—A Test Case at Least 
Probable—Anether Case to Be Made in 
the Federal Courts. 


ROM present indica- 
tions, the strength of 
the Missouri anti-trust 
and peoling law will 
soon be established. 
The St. Louis Grand- 
jury will by next week, 
it is expected, have in- 
vestigated St. Louis incorporations working 
in violation of ite provisiong, and have de- 
cided whetherany of them cag be brought up 
under the law. 4 test. case, at least, will be 
made, if possible. The information to be 
placea before the Grand-jury comes largely 
fromthe office of the Secretary of State, or 
originates there, and is followed up in the 
usual preparation of a criminal case. The 
list of revocations of charters published some 
time ago by the Secretary of State will not, se 
far as St. Louis is concerned, give the Grand 
jury much to work on, but it is understoad 
that the Secretary, in connection with the 
Attorney-General, has collected a great 
deal of additional information, which 
gives basis for inquiry under the criminal 
provisions of the law, but whieh would prob- 
ably not warrant the Secretary ina revocation 
ot charter. The revocations published, as 
will be remembered, did not include any of 
the representatives of 
THE .GREAT TRUSTS, 
but, passing these over because, technically, 
they could make affdavit to the prescribed 
cireuler of inquiry, brought the weight of the 
law down on a number of business concerns 
which neglected tomake return to the Seere- 
tary’s inquiries, or which, at least, were 
never meant tocome under the operation of 
the law. These, with a large number of de- 
funct incorporations, aboyt made up the list. 
If the infarmation secured autside of this 
brings in the representatives of the big 
trusts, through the Grand-jury, and subjects 
them to an inquiry where technicalities will 
be rigidly construed, the law will become de- 
cidJediy more interesting. The Secretary is in 
position to get a great deal of such informa- 
tion. Under the law he is required, when he 
has satisfactory evidence that any company 
or association of persons has entered a trust 
or pooling combination, to give notice of the 
reyocation of their charter unless they with- 
drawirom such combination. He may not 
have satisfactory information, however, in 
many cases, and in the usual practice, the 
Attorney-General then becomes a party to the 
enforcement ofthelaw. This official, in con- 
nection with the Prosecuting Attorneys in 
their respective jurisdictions, then takes a 
hand in the enforcement ofthe law. It is in

A BUSINESS SENSATION 
ofconsiderabie dimensions before the final 
return of thejury is made. As an incentive to 
the enforcement of the law the Cireuit Attor- 
ney is entitied to ane-fifth of the fine recoy- 
ered and when the Attorney-General acts 
with him the proportion to be divided between 
them is increased to one-fourth. This fine 
may de made very heavy. Under the provis- 
ions ofthe law any company, corporation, 
Officer or agent guilty of breaking the law 
may be fined from $300 to S. 000, or a corpora- 
tion or firm may be fined to the extent of 1 to 
20 per cent of the amount of its capital stock 
or inyestment. This may be made to apply 
to the agent, or salesman, as well as to the 
general officers of a corporation, go that pros- 
ecutions should be easily made. Then, in 
addition to this flue, the person found guilty 
may be imprisoned in jai! for a period of one 
vear. In view of the number of trusts in St. 
Louis, and the army of their employes the 
Grand-jury, H so disposed, could fill the city 
jail, with the assistance of Judge Normile, 
for the next year. In any prosecutions made, 
however, it is not provable imprisonment 
will be a feature, the fine being sguflicient to 
carry the force of the law. 
ANOTHER TEST 

will algo be made, this one in the federal 
courts, by the Quick Meal Stoye Ca. The Sec- 
retary of State is required under the law to 
give notice to offending firms that unless they 
withdraw from trusts or combinations to 

which they are allied within thirty days he 
will finally revoke their charter, lu which case 
they cannot go into court and collect debts, 
and the law will support creditors in refusing 
to pay claims against them.

thirty days expired to-day. The Sec- 
retary will proceed to revoke the 
charter, and the company will appeal to the 
United States Court. Its business depends 
largely on the utilization in common with 
others of patents taken out under the United 
States laws, 80 that its agreements and com- 
binations become peculiarly of an interstate 
or national character.

Every Wire in the City Mast Be Accounted 
For and Identifiei—Specifying the Me 
terial of Which They shall Be Made 
Clearing Of the House Tops— Removing

Upon the foregoing skeleton the City Suver- 
visor of Lighting, with the assistance of the 
members the committee, will draw up an 
ordinance for the Assembly. 

The action of the Board Committee was 
brought about by the very apparent defects 
in the existing system and the absolute 
necessity for prompt and decisive action on 
the matter. The first suggestion 
for a new ordinance as set down 
on the com mittee memorandum 
is for the perpene of doing away with all the 
wires on the roofs of houses. It has been de- 
cidea that the city had no authority over 
house tops and ifthe house owners desired to 
run wires over them they could do sd but the 
city has the right to dictate in the matter of 
crossing streets and alleys. So that if a 

roper regulation in that direction is enacted 
twill be but a short time before all wires on 
buildings, which are now giving so much 
trouble, can be taken down. 
THE SECOND REGULATIO 
is caloulated to bring under one head all the 
wires operated in the city. Asit is now each 
company is putting up and maintaining its 
wae under different n operat- 
under ordinances giving them their fran- 
hises, some under State laws and some under 
— of the board, so that a good deal of 
trouble arises and in many cases the wires are 
putup where they should not be, while the 
city is powerless to stop them 
In the matter of material to be used in wires 
ithas been found that much trouble arises 
from the absence of a uniform standard; 
wherever copper and ron are strung together 
on the same poles itisfound that the differ- 
ence of expansion n letsa copper wire 
down untilit comes in contact with an iron 
one and makes trouble, as copper expands 
under heat about twice as much asiron. There 
is also a growing tendency in favor of copper 
for all electrical purposes, as it is a much bet- 
ter conductor than iron andcan stand the 
weather and wet better, as it does not rust. 
Regarding what are known as day circuits, 
bot board is desirous of maknig a regulation

A BATTERED VETERAN DYING. 


‘The Sad Case of Paul Fuchs, an Ex-Union 
Soldier. 


By Telegravh to the PostT+Mraratow. 

NEw YorKgJan. 10.—Incapacitated for work 
by the results of a wound received in helping 
to preserve the Republic, with no means of 
support save a beggariy monthly pittance 
from the Pension Bureau, and the meager 
earnings of two daughters, Paul Fuchs, a war 
veteran, ia slowly dragging out his painful 
life, at No. 136 East Nineteenth street, with 


the prospect of paralysis before long, which 
may mean death as well. Mr. Fuchs, who is 
a German by birth, came to this country when 
a boy. When the civil war broke out 
he promptly enlisted to fight for the 
country of his adoption. He did fight 
nobly and well until a bullet in the abdomen 
Jaid him low at that bloody engagement, the 
Dattle ofthe Wilderness. He was with the 
Fiftty-second New York Volunteers and was a 
Lieutenant. His wound, which left peculiar 
effects, has caused him great suffering, and 
for two years he has been unable to earn any- 
thing. For his patriotism and his sufferings 
Mr. Fuchs received the munificent «um of $7 a 
month from a grateful Government. Severat 
times he has been instructed from the 
Pension Bureau to be examined for an 
increase of pension. In each case 
the physicians have expressed surprise that he 
survived bis wound at all, declaring he would 
eventually be paralyzed from it and repoi ted 
stronaly recommending immediate action in 
his DeLalf by sne Government. But his case 
bas been pnt off and put off, while the man ifs 
in actual want. He has received some aid 
from Grand Army comrades at long intervals. 
He himseit is too proud, despite bis helpless 
stats, to appeal for charity, but asympathetic 
friend decided to make the facts known and 
try to save the battered if not dying veteran 
from starvation.

FRANK SLAVIN’S RECORD. 


A COMPLETE LIST OF THE AUSTRALIAN 
PUGILIST’S BATTLES. 


Oarsman Hanlon Informs the Public What 
a Great Man He Is—John A. Morris on 
Short and Long Distance Races—El Rio 
Rey to Run at Nashville—General Sport- 
ing News. 


OTWITHSTAN DING 
the general interest 
taken in this country 
in Frank Slavin, the 
Australian pugiliss 
who recently defeated 
Jem smith, the En- 
glish champion at 
Bruges, Belgium, very 
little is known of hie 
record. As be will, 
in all probability,soon 
visit this country, 
something about the 
man and his record 
will prove interestibg 
reading to all who pay 
any attention to pugil- 

istic matters. 
He was born of Irish 
parents at Maitland, 
New South Wales, in 1862. He stands 6 feet 
1% inches in height, measures 42% inches 
round the chest, and when in fighting trim 
weighs about 196 pounds. Slavin made his 
debut in the prize ring at Chasters Towers, 
Queensland, in 1885, defeating his opponent, 
Martin Power, in a match for £50 a side, in 
thirteen minutes. His next fight was with 
Tom Burke, the champion of Queensland, 
whom he knocked out in four rounds ina 
match for £200 a side. After traveling through 
Australia with a combination troupe Slavin 
was next matched with Shanahan of Gympla 
for £10 a side and a gold medal, which he won 

in two rounds. 

This he followed up by beating 8. Burk of 
Rockhampton in ten seconds. Hali of Hugh- 
enden was Slayin’s next customer, a match 
being made for £50 a side, but Hall paid for- 
telt. Prof. Babbs came next and was disposed 
ofinaroundandahalf. Then Slaven chal- 
lenged any man in Queensland for from £200 
to £500, but could get no response. He then 
wentto Sidney, where he defeated a heavy- 
weight named Bligh in one round, and 
knocked out Tom Taylor, a pupil of Peter 
Jackson, in two rounds. Slavin’s friends 
then thought him good enough to back 
against Peter Jackson for the champlionship 
and £200 a side, but after the articles were 
drawn up the match fell througng. 

Slavin then had a busy time of it, beating 
Fogarty for £10 a side in three rounds, *‘Mike’’ 
Dooley for £50 a side in eight rounds and 
fought a draw with Costello for £50 a side, the 
affair lasting two hours and a quarter. He 
was again matched with Costello forfeiting 
when half the money was down. The 
pair was then matched a third time, 
Siavin on this occasion undertaking to stop 
his opponentin six rounds for £25 a side, 
which he failed to do. He was then again 
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in his last match with Costello, forfeited his 
deposit. 

Following this Slavin met and defeated 
Laing, the heavy-weight champion of New 
Zealand,after which he boxed ‘‘Jack’’ Burke, 
formerly of London, who wentto Australia 
from America, and defeated him in eight 
rounds. A second contest was arranged be- 
tween them, welch he won in two rounds. 
This was his last encounter previous to leav- 
ing for England, where, in London, he bested 
„Bill!“ Goode in five rounds last October. 
Slavin fighte fairly and gamely. He is an 
exceptionally hard hitter, slings an ugly left 
and an uncommonly dangerous right, but is 
more of a slugger than a scientific boxer.

Ihave seen American oarsmen on 
the Thames shake with nervousness at the 
start. Such a man, in my opinion, is no oars- 
man. Thanking you again, I promise you 
that I will win the championship.’’
